UNIQUE DISCOVERY 


IT dearth In* of ft Treoeure T hat H at Sat 
th# W orld Agos. 
In his article on the recent excava­ 
tions at Moundville, Ala., in Harper’s 
Magazine for January H. N. Wardle 
tells of the unearthing of a treasure 
which has set the archaeological world 
agog: 
“In the northern end of Hie heavily 
wooded ridge which overlooks the river 
bluff to the north, and Hie deep gully 
on the east widen separates it from the 
last resting place of the chief of Mound 
C, some clan of ancient Moundville 
buried its dead tor untold generations, 
cutting through the dry lames of the 
old and forgotten to make room for the 
new aud all too sorrowfully remem­ 
bered. 
Iii such an aboriginal disturb­ 
ance the beautiful head was struck 
from the vase and u portion of the crest 
shivered to fragments. 
It was a day 
long to live iu the memory when a 
sharp edge of stone, projecting near an 
effigy pipe, was revealed to the exca­ 
vators as a portion of a vessel’s run, 
with surmounting bird’r head. 
E x­ 
citement ran high. The entire digging 
force of twenty-three men was put to 
work in a circle, throwing the dirt be­ 
hind and keeping a sharp lookout for 
further fragments. 
At last, in the 
newer grave, some feet away, the re­ 
mainder of the stone vase was found 
intact, but the bits of the broken crest 
were irrecoverable in the sticky clay 
soil. 
“This is the find which has set the 
archaeological world agog — an abso­ 
lutely unique piece, beautiful in its 
workmanship aud in the symmetry of 
its form.
